for  us  is  amazing." 


Jeremy's  24-year-old  brother  Dan 
remains  in  the  Bozeman  Deaconess 
Hospital  in  Bozeman,  where  he  is  recuper¬ 
ating  from  severe  knee  injuries  that  will 
likely  require  surgery.  Unlike  Jeremy,  Dan 
faced  no  life-threatening  spine  or  brain 
injuries  in  the  accident 

Nineteen  vear-oki  Ryan,  the  third 
Vangsnes  son  m  the  accident  suffered  only 
cuts  and  bruises  and  is  back  in  Spartanburg. 

Scott  Minear,  20,  a  University  erf  Georgia 
junkie  was  foe  driver  of  foe  SUV  and  suf¬ 
fered  a  fractured  skull  and  a  broken  C5  ver¬ 
tebra  in  his  neck.  He  recently  was  moved  to 
St  Vincent  Hospital's  New  Hope 
Rehabilitation  Center  in  Billings. 

He  continues  to  wear  a  halo  device  to  sta¬ 
bilize  his  broken  neck,  but  his  mother 
Tammy  reports  that  all  other  tubes,  fVs,  and 
wires  nave  been  removed 

"The  results  of  X-rays  this  week  weren't  as 
mod  as  we  hoped,  so  Scott  will  probably 
nave  to  have  some  nedc  surgery.  He'll  have 
to  wear  foe  halo  until  the  surgery  stabilizes 
his  neck,"  she  said. 

Alert  and  talkative,  Scott  gets  on  his  com¬ 
puter  every  night  to  communicate  with 
friends  back  in  Athens,  Ga. 

"Through  Skype,  Scott's  worshipping 
with  foe  UGA  (University  of  Georgia)  Baptist 
Campus  Ministry  every  Tuesday  night,  his 
mother  said.  In  a  surprise  visit,  several  of  hr 
friends  drove  or  flew  to  Billings  to  see  him 
right  after  foe  accident. 

"To  even  begin  to  describe  the  body  of 
Christ  at  worit  during  this  is  impossible," 
foe  said.  "We're  awestruck.  How  quickly 


so  many  people  from  so  many  different 
avenues  —  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  NAMB,  local  churches  — 
responded.  Churches  here  are  ministering 
to  us  with  their  presence,  with  food, 
drinks,  places  to  stay. 

"AH  foe  prayers  have  been  so  frit..  [Wje 
have  been  constantly  aware  of  people  pray¬ 
ing  for  us.  We  feel  like  we're  wrapped  up  not 
oiuy  in  God's  arms,  but  in  the  arms  of  people 
around  the  world,  who  are  praying  for  us." 

Calling  Scott  a  "remarkable*  young  man, 
his  mother  said  she  could  not  be  prouder  of 
him.  Tm  thrilled  that  in  the  insanity  of  these 
circumstances,  his  faith  is  strong.  He  contin¬ 
ues  to  trust  foe  Lord  for  the  future.  Nothing 
ran  do  a  mom's  heart  more  good  than  to  see 
her  child  respond  like  that." 

She  ad  nutted  that  Scott,  like  Jeremy 
Vangsnes,  has  a  long  road  to  total  recovery. 
"Every  move  of  every  muscle  is  still  a  huge 
effort  but  they  tell  us  that's  normal  and  it 
takes  time  to  build  those  muscles  back  up. 
He  still  has  some  paralysis  on  his  left  side  but 
he  is  moving  and  walking  with  foe  support 
of  someone  on  both  sides. 

"The  big  thing  is  his  left  hand.  He  plays 
foe  guitar  and  wants  to  be  foie  to  play  again. 
We're  praying  that  God  will  restore  it"

Ramadan  lasts  for  30  days 
and  occurs  approximately 
two  weeks  earlier  each  year 
with  the  exact  dates  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  sighting  of  the 
moon.  This  year  Ramadan 
began  around  Aug.  22. 

This  is  a  spedal  month  for 
Muslims  because  they  believe 
they  can  become  closer  to 
Allah  (God  )  only  during  this 
time.  They  further  believe 
tlrey  have  a  better  chance  of 
God  hearing  and  answering 
their  prayers.  Everything 
must  be  observed  according 
to  the  Koran  and  the  teachings 
of  their  prophet,  Muhammad. 

Muslims  ate  highly  legalistic 
about  observing  Ramadan.  No 
one  is  allowed  to  eat  or  drink 
anything  from  one  hour  before
